END OF THE CR0XIX IXQUEST. 


An Insane Boy Murders His Mother 
—Small-pox in M ilwaukee 
—The Eastern Xnrf. 


(SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNION.) 


T H E C R O N IN ' C A S E . 
Coughlin W anted the D octor Disfigured 
for Life. 
Chicago, June 11th.—In the Cronin in­ 
quest this morning John C. Clarritv, a 
saloon-keeper, testified that Detective 
Coughlin tried to hire a tough character, 
known as "M ajor” Sampson, to slug Dr. 
Cronin. He wanted him slugged with a 
baseball bat and disfigured for life. If it 
killed him it wouldn’t make much dif­ 
ference. 
J. D. Haggerty, a railroad clerk, also 
gave testimouy. After the trial of Dr, 
Cronin, he said Alexander Sullivan told 
him that Cronin was a scoundrel and a 
menace to the Irish cause. It was the im­ 
pression of the witness that Sullivan said 
Cronin should be exterminated. Witness 
was of the same opinion at that time. La 
Caron, who was a friend of Alexander Sul­ 
livan, was a member of the committee 
which tried Cronin. He was introduced 
to witness by Sullivan at the trial as a 
man worthy of confidence in the Irish 
cause. The police say that the men ar­ 
rested in New York are not important. 
At the afternoon session a number of 
witnesses were examined without develop­ 
ing anything of importance. 
Then Chief of Police Hubbard was sworn 
and told of an interview which he had 
with Woodruff, the horse thief. Hubbard 
asked him if he was the one who drove the 
trunk from the Carlson cottage. Woodrufl 
said he was, and he then described the cot­ 
tage."He said,” continued the Chief, “that he 
took the trunk about midnighton May -1th. 
He had been given $25 by two men the day 
before to do the job. At 11:30 on the night 
of May 4th two men, according to agree­ 
ment. rapped on the door of Dinan's stable. 
He opened the door and let out the horse 
with rags on its feet and hitched it to the 
wagon. They then drove to within a 
hundred feet of the Carlson cottage. He 
was then told to wait, and the two left 
him and went into the cottage. They re­ 
mained there five minutes and then beck­ 
oned to him to drive up. He did so, and 
the two, King and Fairburn, and a third 
man came out with a heavy trunk. The 
third man was P. 0. Sullivan. 
“When the trunk was put in the wagon 
Sullivan returned to the house. Woodruff, 
with King and Fairburn, drove on Lincoln 
avenue to Fullerton avenue and thence to 
Lincoln Park. The men intended to take 
the trunk and contents into a boat out on 
the lake and sink them, but owing to the 
bright night and the presence of strangers 
they changed their minds and drove back. 
Wlien they reached a manhole at Sixty- 
ninth street they tried to dump the trunk 
into it, but failing they kicked the trunk 
open, having lost the key, and took the 
body from it and threw it into the hole. 
Woodruff' was then to drive off.” 
Chief of Police Hubbard was asked i i 
regard to the grounds on which McDonald 
and Maroney were arrested in New York 
to-day on suspicion of being concerned in 
the Cronin murder. “ W ith regard to the 
man McDonald, who seems to be the most 
important of the two prisoners,” Hubbard 
said, “ we attach no great importance to the 
arrest, as all the fellow bad to do with the 
case, so far as we know, is that he was a 
New York crook, and was absent trom 
New York at the time of the murder, and 
we think he was here, but we don’t know 
yet.” 
TELL TALE PAPERS. 
The Chief then produced some private 
papers of Dr. Cronin, which were turned 
over to hint by saloon-keeper Conklin, 
with whom Cronin lived. Conklin identi­ 
fied the papers as being in the handwriting 
of Dr. Cronin, and the Coroner read the 
documents to the jury.

say 
what 
the grounds of arrest were. He states that 
attorney Longenecker would talk, how­ 
ever. if Diilon would not. The men are 
arrested, and there is nothing to conceal 
now. Maroney is the man who is sus­ 
pected of driving the doctor from his office 
to the Carlson cottage. About the other 
man 4 don’t know much, but we expect to 
prove that he was in the conspiracy. 
Maroney is a laborer, I think, and Mc­ 
Donald is a blacksmith. I got this in­ 
formation from Dillon, and we will learn 
how much truth there is in it later on.” 
It was decided by the jury that the names 
of the parties mentioned in the documents 
should not be made public, except those 
already brought into the case. 
The first paper was a telegram from J. 
D. McMahon calling for the Doctor to meet 
him at the Windsor Hotel, New York, by 
order of the committee, January 18, 1888. 
There was another telegram from J. H. 
Renavne calling for the Doctor’s report on 
the Sullivan trial. To this the Doctor 
replied, asa copy of the letter showed, that 
he would vote again as he voted at the 
trial. 
Then the Coroner read the minority re­ 
port of the trial committee, dated Phila­ 
delphia, January 15, 1889 and signed by 
J. H. McCahey and P. H. Cronin. 
This report blames Alexander Sullivan 
for neglecting the family of Mackey Caiua- 
sey, and scores Sullivan, Boland and I'eely 
for excluding C. H. McCarthy from the 
Boston Convention, and also for excluding 
the delegate of the home organization from 
the same place. 
It was alleged that the report of the Bos­ 
ton Convention showed a deficit of $13,000 
at the instance of Sullivan, when there 
really was a balance. 
Tbat $111,000 was improperly spent and 
not accounted for by the triangle. 
That the men sent to England on “mis­ 
sions” were not sufficiently supplied with 
money and an agent of the triangle was 
responsible for this. 
That $87,191, drawn from the treas­ 
ury for “active work,” was not used for that 
purpose by the triangle, but with the sur­ 
plus money was in the hands of the tri­ 
angle’s agent. 
This report was signed by McCahey and 
Cronin with a recommendation that it be 
printed and sent to each Camp. 
The Coroner then read Dr. Cronin’s 
notes taken at the trial. 
The objections Alexander Sullivan made 
to Dr. Cronin sitting on the committee are 
stated at length, aud also that thev were 
overruled by the votes of Burns, Rogers, 
McCahey and Cronin. 
tine witness testified that he was sent to 
England to do active work, and was given 
four pounds and a steerage ticket. He 
came back by steerage passage without bed­ 
clothes or other necessaries. He slept, he 
said, on the soft side ot a plank. 
He went again, and was told to get some 
one to help him. John J. Maroney was 
one of the men who was to help him. He 
was given $200, and when he got to Eng­ 
land he got no more. 
He did not use the alias given him by 


the triangle, and an intimation in his evi­ 
dence is that this was what saved him 
trom falling into the hands of the English 
authorities. He and his partner "per­ 
formed four operations.” 
P1D NOT WANT ANY MOKE EVIDENCE. 
After reading the evidence the jury were 
asked if they wanted to hearauv more wit­ 
nesses, the Coroner saying he had plenty 
of witnesses who could give “corroborating 
evidence.” 
The jury didn't want to hear any more, 
and at 4:40 o’clock retired for deliberation. 
At 6 o'clock they sent out for supper, 
which was brought into them. At 10:15 r. 
m ., after being out five hours and a half, 
the jury came into court and commenced 
reading their verdict. It was along docu­ 
ment, but was listened to with marked at­ 
tention. Following is the full text: 
VERDICT OF THE CORONER'S JURY. 
The following is the full text of the ver­ 
dict of the Cononer’s jury: 
“ We, the 
undersigned, the jury appointed to make 
inquiries, according to law, as to how the 
body viewed by us came to his death, find 
as follows: 
First—We find that the body Í3 that of 
Patrick H. Cronin, known ' as Doctor 
Cronin. 
Second—That his death was not from 
natural causes but from violent means. 
Third—That said P. H. Cronin was de­ 
coyed from his home on North Clark street 
on the evening of May 4, 1889, by some 
person or persons to :i cottage known as 
the Carlson cottage, situated at 1872 North 
Ashland avenue, in Lakeview, Cook coun­ 
ty, Illinois. 
^ Fourth—That at the cottage the said 
Croniu was murdered by being beaten on 
the head with some blunt instrument or 
instruments in the hands of some person 
or persons unknown to us, on the night of 
said May 4th, or between May 4th and May 
5, 1889. 
Fifth—That the body after said murder 
was committed was placed in a trunk and 
carried to Edgewateron a wagon bv several 
persons and by them placed in a oatch- 
basin at the corner of Evanston avenue 
aud Fifty-ninth street, Lakeview, where it 
was discovered on May 27, 1889. 
Sixth—That the evidence shows conclu­ 
sively to all our minds that the plot or 
conspiracy was formed by a number of 
persons for the purpose of murdering said 
Cronin and concealing his body. Said plot 
or conspiracy was deliberately contrived 
and cruelly executed. 
Seventh—We have carefully inquired 
into the relations sustained by said Cronin 
to other persons while alive to ascertain if 
he had any quarrels or enmities with any 
persons sufficient to cause his murder. 
Eighth—It is our judgment that no 
other person or persons, except some of 
those who are or who had been members 
of a certain secret society known as the 
“United Brotherhood,” or Cian-na-Gael, 
had cause to be the instigators or executors 
ot such a plot or conspiracy to murder said 
Cronin. 
Ninth—Manyof the witnesses testifying in 
said case have done so with evident un­ 
willingness and we believe with much 
mental reservation. We find from the evi­ 
dence that a number of persons were 
parties to the plot and conspired to murder 
said Cronin, and that Daniel Coughlin, 
Patrick O. Sullivan, Alexander Sullivan 
and Woodruff, alias Black, were either 
principals or accessories or had a guilty 
knowledge of said plot and conspired to 
murder said Cronin and conceal his body, 
and should be held to answer to the Grand 
Jury. We also believe that other persons 
were engaged in this plot, or had a guilty 
knowledge and should be apprehended and 
held to answer to the Grand Jury. 
We further state that this plot or con­ 
spiracy, in its conception and execution, is 
one of the most foul and brutal that has 
ever come to our knowledge, and we re­ 
commend the proper authorities offer a 
large reward for the discovery and appre­ 
hension of all those engaged in it in any 
way.We further state that in our judgment all 
secret societies whose objects are such as 
the evidence shows that of the Can-na-Gael 
or the United Brotherhood to be, are not in 
harmony with, and are injurious to Ameri­ 
can institutions. 
We hope that future vigor and vigilance 
by the police force will more than compen­ 
sate for the past neglect by a portion of the 
force in this case.

ARREST OF ALEXANDER SULLIVAN. 
Chicago, June 11th.—Alexander Sulli­ 
van's arrest was affected without the slight­ 
est trouble. Before the verdict was read 
in public, Coroner Hertz emerged for a mo­ 
ment from the room in which the jury 
was in session. He beckoned to an officer 
and handed him a mittimus. 
The C'tlicer. with a comrade, h u rrie d ly 
left the City Hall and jumping into a car­ 
riage drove straight to tne residence of Mr. 
Sullivan, on Oak street. 
Mr. Sullivan had gone to hel a short 
time previous, but after the object of the 
officers was explained and the information 
given that he would not be permitted any 
time for any purpose, he promptly and 
quietly dressed aud unhesitatingly accom­ 
panied his visitors. 
The prisoner’s demeanor was calm 
throughout the entire proceedings. Enter­ 
ing the carriage which had brought the 
officers, the trio were driven to the office 
of the County Jail. After the usual pre­ 
liminaries Mr. Sullivan was taken through 
the cage into the glootuy prison itself. The 
ex-President of the Irish National League 
of América was then immediately incar­ 
cerated in cell No. 25 of the Y tier, known 
as the “ Murderers’ Row.” 
SUMMONING A GRAND JURY. 
Chicago, June 11th. — This afternoon 
Judge Shepard ordered a special venire to 
issue for twentv-tnree "good and worthy 
men” to act as Grand Jurors. The proceed­ 
ings leading up to this result were very 
brief. The Assistant United States Attorney 
secured the attention of the Judge and 
stated he had been instructed by his su­ 
perior. Mr. Longnecker, to ask' for the 
calling of the special Grand Jury. Nothing 
further was said. 
The order was at once made out and 
taken to Sheriff Mattsou. 
The jurors will be impanelled in Judge 
Shepard’s Court to-morrow morning. The 
Assistant United State's Attorney said to 
the reporter that the special Grand Jury 
was summoned in order that there might 
heno delay between the ending of the 
Coroner’s inquest and the commencement 
of the Grand Jury proceedings in the 
Cronin investigation. 
MARONKV'S ANTECEDENTS. 
New Y ork, June 11th.—An evening pa­ 
per prints this of Maroney: He resided 
once in Philadelphia, but he was eventu­ 
ally compelled to leave that city, and since 
that time he has been understood to have 
performed missions of a private nature in 
connection with the ClaD-na-Gael. 
On the occasion of the Queen’s Jubilee a 
few years ago, Maroney was one of the 
number of men who went to England with 
the funds of the revolutionary organization 
for the avowed purpose oí blowing up sev­ 
eral public buildings. 
Maroney blew up nothing, and his two 
companions were arrested.” Maroney has 
never had any regular business, but has 
been generally supplied with money. 
One of tne charges made against Sulli­ 
van's administration was that $700 of funds 
of the Clan-na-Gael went into the men’s 
furnishing business, which Maroney car­ 
ried on in Fbiladelpbia and in which he 
failed. 
Maroney was one of the men who, be­ 
fore Cronin's body was found in the sewer, 
was most pronounced in his opinion that 
the doctor had not met with foul play, but 
had left Chicago to avoid the disgrace re­ 


sulting from some scandal with which he 
was professionally connected. 
INSPECTOR BYRNES INTERVIEWED. 
The man Maroney is Johu D. Maroney, 
a dry-goods merchant. He has been a 
prominent figure in Irish affairs for many 
years, especially in the Land League. He 
bas often spoken publicly against the use 
of violence in behalf of Ireland. 
Very little is known of McDonald. Both 
the prisoners were taken before Inspector 
Byrnes this afternoon. They denied any 
knowledge ot the crime. They said thev 
had never been to Chicago or in its vicinity. 
They admitted they were members of 
the Clan na-Gael. Immediately after the 
prisoners' arrest they were taken to the 
Toombs Police Court. The prisouers will 
be held for murder, in accordance with 
the instructions given by Inspector Bvrnes 
from Chicago. 
GATHERING THEM IN. 
New Y o r k , June 11th.—Another arrest 
was made here at 7:30 to-night in connec­ 
tion with the Cronin mystery. The police 
authorities are reticent, and would only say 
the prisoner was arrested on suspicion of 
being another important person in the case. 
A mysterious prisoner was locked up at 
Police Headquarters by Inspector Byrnes 
to night at 8 o’clock, who is supposed to be 
another ntau to be credited to the arrest 
list in the Cronin murder. The man was 
hustled into the building by the back en­ 
trance, and locked up. His name is with­ 
held. 
ADMITS THE MURDER. 
New Y ork, June 11th.—A short, ruddv- 
eomplexioned man walked into the Twen- 
tieth-sireet Police Station this evening and 
blurted out to the Sergeant in charge that 
he was the Cronin murderer. He gave the 
name ot Bryan McLaughlin, of 225 West 
Fiftieth street, and said he was by trade a 
roofer. 
He was locked up for the night. The 
police believe the man is insane. 
DETECTIVES AFTER EVIDENCE. 
Negaunek (Mich ), June 11th.—Ex-Cap­ 
tain Schaack and officer Westler arrived at 
noon aud are now waiting for a train to 
take them to Hancock. It is supposed they 
are going there to get evidence in the Cro­ 
nin affair, Hancock being Coughlin's home.

Chicago, June lltb .—The funeral of 
Leonard Swett took place this afternoon 
from the Third Presbyterian Church. The 
services were conducted by Drs. Thomas 
and Withrow. The funeral was largely at­ 
tended by members of the Chicago bar. 
Among the honorary pall-bearers were 
Chief Justice Fuller, Judges Scott, Drum­ 
mond, Gresham and Blodgett, Senators 
Cuilom and Farwell, Mayor Credier and 
Governor Fifer. 
(Leonard Swett was born August 11, 1825, near 
Turner, Maine. He was educated at North Y ar­ 
mouth and at Waterville. but was not grad­ 
uated. He read law iu I’oitiaml. enlisted as a 
soldier iu the Mexican war. and at its close in 
1818 settled iu Bloomington, III. He was an in­ 
timate friend of Abraham Lincoln and David 
Davis. In 1865 he removed to Chicago. From 
1851 to 1S61 he took an active part iu political 
matters and canvassed the State many times, 
and iu 1858, at the urgent request of >ir. Lin­ 
coln was a candidate lor the State Legislature, 
and elected by a large majority. This was the 
only political position he ever held. When 
Abraham Lincoln became President Mr. Swett 
was employed in the trial of many important 
Government cases, one of the most noted of 
which was that tor the acquisition of the Cali­ 
fornia quicksilver mines In 1863. He was one 
of the most noted and successful criminal law­ 
yers in the Union. He rendered much gratuit­ 
ous service to workingmen, servants aud other 
poor clients He delivered the oration at the 
unveiling of the statue of Abraham Lincoln in 
Chicago, October 22, 1887, and at the Chicago 
Republican Convention in June, 18SH. iu an elo­ 
quent speech, prop sed Walter Q. Gresham, of 
Illinois, as a candidate for the Presidency.—

Mill be greatly systematized ami simpli­ 
fied. The military will be retained. 
Good progress was made in clearing out 
the channel ot the Ootiemaugh above the 
bridge to-day. A number ot stationary 
engines and long cables are being used to 
pull out heavy timbers. 
The morgues are about to be abandoned, 
on account of the bad condition of the 
bodies being recovered. Identification is 
almost impossible, unless from personal 
effects found upon the bodies.

H a m i l t o n (Ont.), June 11th.—The in ­ 
quest over the railway accident at Junction 
Cut on the 25th of Aaril last, was concluded 
last night. The opinion of the ju ry was 
that the accident was caused by the break­ 
ing of the flange on the leading wheel of 
the engine truck, and that the rate of speed 
at which the train was running had a 
great deal to do with the cause of the acci­ 
dent. 
The jury also thought that greater efforts 
could have been made to prevent the cre­ 
mation of twenty victims, and suggested 
Government inspection of all cases of acci­ 
dent in which occurred loss of life before 
anything is removed further than may be 
necessary to rescue bodies. 


F A T H E R 
D A M IE N . 


T he spirit with which the people of Se­ 
attle have resumed the building of their 
city is a fine example of enterprise. 
Such 
disposition evidences a confidence in the 
future of the place that is unmistakable- 
T h a t there should be, as there is, an influx 
of Eastern capital for investment in the re­ 
building of the city is an indorsement of 
the faith of the S eatJe people in their 
possibilities that will draw upon the city 
of the Northwest the attention of the 
whole country. 
Certainly the place is go­ 
ing to take no harm because of its recent 
fire. 
We believe that, notw ithstanding 
the individual losses of stocks of goods, 
the conflagration will turn out to have 
been a positive blessing to its people. 
It 
will give them business streets with grace­ 
ful. inspiriting and perm anent architect­ 
ure ; it will give them greater security from 
fire: it will infuse new life into the citi­ 
zens in the m atter of local improvements, 
which in all places and at all tim es are 
economic, and invariably result in new in ­ 
dustrial and business vitality and general 
increased activity along desirable lines. 
T he lesson Seattle is reading to the coun­ 
try should not be lost upon Sacramento. 
W e need no fire to bring about desired im­ 
provem ents that will make the city so in­ 
viting th at it will be free from the re­ 
proach attaching to it at present because 
of the prim itive character of very many 
structures upon our business streets, and 
the undeniably homely and dilapidated 
character of many of the awnings aud 
sidewalks. 
There is not to-day on any of 
our business streets a spot occupied by a 
low and offensive building that, if built 
upon in modern style, will not at once 
command ample rental ami perm anent oc­ 
cupancy, yielding large returns upon the 
investm ent. 
In most cases the low brick 
structures have foundations sufficiently 
well laid to form the basis for new build­ 
ings of proper front elevation. 
T he diffi­ 
culty with us is th at the rentals are so 
very good now for the offensive, low and ill- 
appointed places that the owners, largely 
non-residents, are content with the reward 
they receive and are indisjtosed to do bet­ 
ter. 
It was so at Seattle. 
The wooden, 
one-storv and light buildings were all oc­ 
cupied and at good rentals, and there was 
sm all likelihood that they would be re­ 
placed so long as th at condition of things 
obtained. 
Rut the fire swept all these 
away, and now only business-like and 
proper structures will take their places, 
an ordinance having been demanded by 
the people and passed by the local legis­ 
lative hotly forbidding the erection of any 
buildings or the laying of any walks ex­ 
cept of iron, stone, brick or concrete, or 
sim ilar m aterial. 
T he result will lie th at 
Seattle will rise glorified, so to speak, from 
her ashes. 
There will be no more shan- 
tit's, no disease-breeding and filth-accumu­ 
lating wooden sidewalks; but strength, 
cleanliness and neatness will prevail. The 
fact will give a new im petus to business 
and has done so already, inviting capital 
to investm ent and jiopulation to residence; 
the Seattle that is to he will so over- 
hadow the Seattle iliat was, that the lat­ 
ter will pass out of the memory of men. 
W hat fire has done for that place, enter­ 
prise and wise economy can do for this 
w ithout the sacrifice of a dollar in loss. 
T he means of accomplishing such a reform 
are varied, but almost any will be justifi­ 
able in view of the positive benefits that 
must flow to the city and to the investors. 
T he centers of population are now Wing 
determ ined in this State. 
We are passing 
through the formative |>criod in our his­ 
tory. 
The pioneer regalia of every town, 
and all th a t indicates it. must be shuffled 
off or else the communities will remain 
clad in it with very little hope of Wing 
rid 01' it in the future. 
T he cities and 
large towns that are to W, arc now W ing 
determ ined. 
Those localities th at are 
most attractive and backed by business 
advantages will lead those which have 
commercial advantages only. 
W e must 
look at these things with the cold eye of 
business as well as in the light of culti­ 
vated tastes.

Dr. Gerard G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the 
State Board of H ealth, in his m onthly cir­ 
cular for May, regarding the health of the 
State, say s: 
Reports received 
from 
seventy-eight 
towns, with an estimated population of 
725.450, give a total m ortality of S55, which 
is a percentage of 1.22 per thousand in the 
m onth, or an annual m ortality of 14 64, 
which is an indication of the continued 
absence of any serious or epidemic disease 
w ithin the State. The towns reporting no 
deaths were Alturas, Cilico, Colfax, Elsi­ 
nore, Elk Grove, Fort Bidwell, Livermore, 
Lincoln, Monterey, Needles, Soquei, Truc- 
kee, W heatland and W illiams. 
Reports 
received from eighty different localities 
give evidence that the excess of hum idity 
that prevailed during the earlier part of the 
past month and the increased tem perature 
during the latter half, had the effect of de­ 
veloping malarial and other fevers in quite 
a large num ber of localities that, up to this 
time, had been completely free from them. 
Bronchitis, in a mild form, is mentioned 
in reports from Lockeford, Downey, Le- 
moore, Anderson, Lakeport, Monterey, Col­ 
lege City, Elsinore, Oakdale, lone. Hollister, 
Igo, 
Redding, 
Cottonwood, 
W illiams, 
Fresno and San Francisco. 
W hooping-cough is reported in Locke­ 
ford, K nights Ferry, Mariposa, W illiams, 
Lodi, Lemoore, Angels Camp, Oakdale, 
Elsinore, Hollister. Santa Cruz, Merced, 
Fresno, W oodland, Oakland 
and 
San 
Francisco. It has been rem arked this dis­ 
ease seems to progress hand in hand with 
measles, aud is apparently’ influenced by 
the tem perature. As the disease is highly 
inlectious, children suffering from it shoulii 
not be allowed into schools, or crowded 
assemblies, or wherever other children are 
congregated. 
Measles is quite prevalent. W e notice it 
m entioned in reports from Lockeford, Col­ 
lege City, Downey, W illiams, Lodi, Angels 
Camp, Oakdale, Monterey, Alturas, Etna 
Mills, Santa Cruz, Fresno, San Francisco 
and Oakland. The evidence grows stronger 
every day that measles, like scarlet fever, 
is the result of a specific germ, and conse­ 
quently is preventable. 
Ii is, however, so 
intensely contagious that the difficulty of 
doing this is proportionately great. The 
unfortunate results that so "often follow 
measles justifies us in recommending the 
placing of unprotected persons beyond its 
influence. The sick should be isolated, 
aud none but attendants allowed to enter 
the room. 
All soiled linen should be 
soaked in disinfectant solutions and boiled 
separately’. The body'of the patient should 
be anointed daily to" restrain the dissemi­ 
nation of the contagion as m uch as pos­ 
sible. After the desquam ation of the skin 
has taken place, a warm bath should be 
administered, which will probably remove 
any contagious principle. Children with 
measles should not be allowed out of 
doors or perm itted to m ingle w ith healthy 
children until quite recovered. 
Scarlet fever, although mentioned in re­ 
ports from Sacramento, Redding, Calico, 
Los Angeles, Salinas, San Francisco, Elk 
Grove, Antioch, Jackson, Fresno, Chico 
and Oakland, does not seem to assume an 
epidemic character or any malignancy. 
D iphtheria and croup were noticed dur­ 
ing the m onth in Downey, Igo, Anderson, 
Truckee, Los Angeles, Monterey, Salinas, 
Benicia, E ik drove, Colfax, Gold Run, 
Grass Valiev, Healdsburg, Oakland, San 
Francisco and Santa Barbara. In Gold 
R un the disease has been particularly 
severe, twenty-one cases having occurred 
w ithin the past four m onths. 
Dr. Miner 
writes that the sanitary condition of the 
place is not good. The reservoirs and 
ditches are filled with decaying vegetable 
and organic matter, and the wells, sunk be­ 
low these ditches, are contam inated by the 
seepage water. There is no local Board of 
H ealth, and consequently no effort made 
to im prove the sanitary condition of the 
place or disinfect the contam inated dwell­ 
ings. U ntil Boards of H ealth are organ­ 
ized or efficient H ealth Officers appointed 
in every town, we m ust expect this need­ 
less sickness and sacrifice of life to con­ 
tinue. 
Three cases of smallpox appeared in 
San Francisco, one case in Lodi, and one 
case in Stockton, during the m onth of 
May. All are now convalescing, without 
any cases being reported. Typhoid fever 
is mentioned by very few observers. Ty- 
pho-m alarial fever was more prevalent 
than typhoid, being noticed in a larger 
num ber of places. The fatality was very 
limited. 
Itjm itten t fever 
prevailed to 
some extent and cerebral fever was ob­ 
served in a sporadic form. Cholera infan­ 
tum is mentioned in reports from a num ­ 
ber of towns. 
Dysentery is quite prevalent in many 
parts of the State. Through the kindness 
of Dr. W. H. M iller of Hanford, this 
Board has received a very graphic descrip­ 
tion of the disease, together with the re­ 
sults of a post-moriem examination, which 
indicated a very severe form of inflam ma­ 
tory disorder of the bowels, extending, in 
the cases narrated, to the brain. This 
severe and fatal form ot attack seems con­ 
fined to children, no deaths among adults 
being observed. The opinion is daily gain­ 
ing credence that the excretions in dysen­ 
teric attacks should be im mediately disin­ 
fected and buried, as it is generally believed 
that the disease depends upon a living 
germ taken into the stomach, either with 
the food or through the im purity of the 
water imbibed. 
Indeed, so many diseases 
can be produced from im pure water that 
for prudential reasons all water should be 
boiled before beine used for drinking pur­ 
poses, especially 
during 
the sum m er 
m onths.

C o n c lu d in g C h a p te r iu th e H u ssa r 
C o m p a n y 's Im b ro g lio . 
The R ecobd-Union has published two 
accounts of the little war inside the ranks 
of the Sacramento Hussar Company, and 
to-day gives place to Mr. Noble Fisher’s 
statement of tbe affair. All the points at 
issue have now been covered in these col­ 
umns, and this must end the matter, so far 
as this paper is concerned : 
Ens. Reoobd-Cnion : In view of the fact that 
my name has been prominently used in connec­ 
tion with a dispute iu the Sacramento Hussar 
Company, and recognizing that such promi­ 
nence has wrought me considerable harm in 
the community, lask you to exercise that spirit 
of fairness for which you have been justly 
praised in the past, and give me an opportunity 
to defend myseli against such attacks. 
The present controversy is based on the re­ 
port ol a committee consisting of Messrs. Hub­ 
bard. Guthrie, White, Ryan and Miller. The 
report of said committee sets out with the state­ 
ment (a9 published 
iu your issue of this 
morning) that I 
was ’ adjudged guilty 
of insubordination 
for 
reason of the 
fact that I relused to recognize, iu the 
capacity of First Lieutenant, a member of 
the company holding lhe position of Sergeant. 
Said rosition of Sergeant is an appoiutable one, 
and that of Lieutenant is elected by the com­ 
pany, and must be confirmed at the following 
meeting, or such electiou is not consummated, 
and is consequently void. So, when Lieutenant 
Davis turned the company over to a member, 
and addressed that member as Lieutenant 
Greenlaw, he (Greenlaw) being ODly a Sergeant 
in the company, and theieby ignored the next 
ofticer in command (himself), who was then 
present, and assumed the right to ignore the 
elective character of the position of Lieutenant, 
his acts ceased to have the stamp of authority, 
for the power vested in the ranking ofticer is 
explained by the Constitution ol the organiza­ 
tion. And when we take the latter part of the 
committee’s report, which holds that said 
Greenlaw was not elected, nor was he at any 
time Lieutenant In said cavalry company, tfie 
charge of insnbordiuatiou falls to the ground, 
as it is not charged that I disobeyed any other 
command of Lieutenant Davis And further, 
to strengthen my position, said GreeDlaw, when 
adureased by Lieutenant Davis as “ Lieutenant 
Greenlaw," had no insignia of such position of 
Lieutenant that would warrant his recognition 
in such capacity.

F e a rs o f th e P e o p le R e s id in g B e y o n d th e 
N o rth L e v e e . 
James Holland, who resides just beyond 
the north ievee, and owns land between it 
and the American river bridge, near Twelfth 
street, called at this office yesterday after­ 
noon and stated that he and his neighbors 
desired public attention called to opera­ 
tions about to be commenced on lots 
owned by Joseph Bauquier, north of B 
street and running from Fifteenth to Twen­ 
tieth. Tbese lots, he says, are in the old 
river bed and have been filled in with sed­ 
iment and sand, npon which willows have 
grown up and assist in the protection of the 
north levee. They are now high enough 
to keep the river in the new channel, ex­ 
cept at very high water, when they are 
overflowed, but still the current passes 
farther north and goes under the new 
bridge. 
Mr. Holland says that preparations are 
now being made to take from the blocks 
owned by Mr. Bauquier, between Sixteenth 
and Twentieth streets, from 55,000 to 75,000 
cubic yards of sand and sediment, to be 
used in grading the State Capitol Park: 
that in order to get that amount of material 
it will be necessary to excavate, the fnll 
width of the blocks, to the depth of six or 
eight feet, and that it will result in turning 
the whole American river back into the 
old channel, destroying the property of 
those who have built up homes in 
that section and endangering the north 
levee. 
He thinks that even if the 
north levee should prove strong enough to 
withstand the current which will thus be 
thrown against it, that it will surely destroy 
the road from the railroad crossing to the 
new American-river bridge, and the prop­ 
erty of all tbe people residing in that neigh­ 
borhood. Mr. Holland believes it to be 
the duty of the City Trustees and the Board 
o f Supervisors to send out a competent 
engineer to investigate the matter and de­ 
termine how far such excavations may be 
safely carried. 
Ex-Sheriff M. M. Drew, who has the con­ 
tract for grading the Park, was seen by a 
representative of the R ecord-Union later 
in the day and asked in regard to the mat­ 
ter. He said that the proposed work would 
not endanger the north levee in the 
slightest degree; that the material was to 
be taken out above Sixteenth street and 
several hundred yards north of the levee; 
that there was no intention of jeopardizing 
anybody’s property, and he did not think 
it would do so. 
Mr. Holland's fears may be groundless, 
but he has lived there many years and 
ought to know what he is talking about. 
At all events, the city and county author­ 
ities ought to have the matter thoroughly 
investigated. Mr. Drew certainly does not 
desire to do anything which will endanger 
the city, and it will not cost much to find 
out exaclly what the result of the excava­ 
tions will be. 


ON TRIAL FOR BURGLARY. 


T h e J u r y in (lie 
I ra n i: 
E d w a rd s C a se 
Y e s te r d a y F a ile d to A g r e e . 
Frank Edwards, charged with burglary, 
was tried before Judge Armstrong and a 
jury in Department One of the Superior 
Court yesterday. 
The defendant was charged with bur­ 
glarizing the Chinese store of Suie On & 
Co., 009 K street, on March 14th. At about 
5 a. M. of that day the front window of the 
store was broken in and a number of 
watches and other articles of jewelry were 
abstracted. 
The evidence in the esse was entirely 
circumstantial. It was shown that the de­ 
fendant had offered for sale on the street 
during the day of the burglary a watch 
which was claimed to be one of the articles 
stolen. He was arrested some time subse­ 
quent to the robbery, and has since passed 
the time in the County Jail. The defend­ 
ant claimed to have bought the watch of a 
stranger on the street. 
Defendant testified that he came from 
Pittsburg, Pa., and that he was a carpenter 
and modeler. Had worked for different 
concerns in the city, doing odd jobs of 
different kinds. 
Officer Dunlevy, who made the arrest, 
testified that the prisoner resisted, and that 
when he had arrested the defendant, at the 
corner of Fourth and L streets, a man, sup­ 
posed to be a “partner” of the defendant, 
rushed out from a saloon and struck wit­ 
ness; that witness was knocked down and 
defendant escaped, and both men ran 
away. He was arrested later at the corner of 
Fourth and K streets by officers Lowell and 
Arlington. 
Alter consultation of over two hours the 
jury came in and reported that no agree­ 
ment was possible, and was discharged bv 
the Court.

The Encampment of the Sons of Veter­ 
ans re-convened at 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning. 
Reports were received from several com­ 
mittees. and after acting npon them a recess 
was taken until 11 o'clock. 
When the session was resumed, the re­ 
ports of the Adjutant, Quartermaster and 
Inspector were submitted, and referred to 
the Committee on Reports of Officers. 
Tbe report of tbe Committee on Division 
and By-laws was received and adopted. 
The Encampment adjourned. 
afternoon session. 
At the afternoon session the first business 
considered was the contemplated change in 
the Constitution and By-laws to be recom­ 
mended to the Grand Encampment. 
Reports of committees were received and 
acted upon. 
A new division cap-mark was adopted. 
It consists of a gold bear wrought upon a 
red diamond field. 
By-laws were adopted for the govern­ 
ment of the division. 
Next in order came the principal business 
of the Encampment—the election of a 
Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, and 
Division Council.

Captain Fred. B. Wood, of Oakland, was 
elected delegate to the National Encamp­ 
ment to be held in Paterson, N. J., in Sep­ 
tember.

There is an ordinance prohibiting the use 
of sling-shots by boys, but they have found 
another instrument for maiming song-birds 
and shooting out the eyes of other children 
that is as much worse than a sling shot as 
a cannon is worse than a popguD. It is a 
wooden gnn, from which a large BB shot 
is thrown by means of a powerful spring. 
This weapon shoots with as much accuracy 
at twenty yards (and almost as much force) 
as a target rifle. Scores of boys are armed 
with these dangerous weapons, and go 
about killing and maiming ihe song-birds 
in Capitol I’ark and along the streets in the 
residence portion. If by accident or design 
one of the little bullets thrown from a gun 
of this character should strike a person in 
the eyp, that organ would be ruined, if in­ 
deed the shot did not penetrate the brain 
and cause death. 
With each boy armed with one of these 
guns there generally goes a crowd of 
youngsters, and as boys are proverbially 
careless in the use of weapons of all kinds, 
there is a strong probability that some of 
them will soon make work for the Coroner, 
if allowed to go about tbe streets armed 
with these instruments of death.

Every parent, guardian or other 
person in the State of California having con­ 
trol and charge of any child or childreu be­ 
tween the ages of 8 and 14 years, shall be re­ 
quired to send any such child or childreu to the 
public school for a period of at least two-thirds 
of the time during which a public school shall 
be taught in each city, or city and countv. or 
school district, in each school year, commenc­ 
ing ou the 1st day of July. A. D. 1874, at least 
twelve weeks of which shall be consecutive, 
unless such child or children are excused from 
such attendance by the Board of Education of 
the city, or city and county, or of the Trustees 
of the school district in which such parents or 
guardians or other persons reside, upon it being 
shown to their satisiactiou that his or herbodiiy 
or mental condition has been suchas to prevent 
attendance at school or application to study for 
the period required, or that the patents or 
guardians are extremely poor or sick, or that 
such child or children are taught in a private 
school, or at home in such branches as are 
usually taught in the primary schools in this 
State, or have already acquired a good knowl­ 
edge of such branches; provided, in case a 
public school shall not be taught for three 
months during the year within one mile, by the 
nearest traveled road, of the residence of anv 
person within the school district, he shall not 
be liable within the provisions of this Act.

Seattle, June 11th.—A careful canvass 
reveals the situation in the city to be as 
follows: Busim ss men are almost entirely 
without store rooms and are putting up 
tents in which they will be able to dispose 
of their wares until more suitable quarters 
can be erected. These people amung our 
citizens are abundantly able to care for 
themselves. 
There are large numbers of people in the 
city, including clerks, etc., with and with­ 
out families, who have lost their all, and a 
large number of persons also who are desti­ 
tute ami without food or shelter except 
what is given them. These people are 
being cared for the best way possible, but 
as it will be some months before they can 
be supplied with houses, contributions in 
the shape of lodgings, wood and household 
goods of all kinds will be most acceptable. 
Labor is being organized, and it is only 
a question of a lew days until all who want 
work can find it. 
Those who have no 
visible means of support and who will not 
work will be ordered to leave the city, and 
if they do not they will be arrested and 
summarily dealt with. 
Restaurants are starting up all over the 
city, and those who have money can Ilnd 
food, plain though it be. 
The city will be rebuilt at oDce on a 
grander scale than ever. Contracts have 
already been let for numbers of large brick 
buildings, and inside of one year Seattle 
will doubtless be a greater and better city 
than ever before. 
The Relief Committee has full contribu­ 
tions, which will be used in tlie best man­ 
ner possible. Quite an amount of funds 
will be reqaired to tide us over, but the 
libera! donations of money, which are be­ 
ing grate: ally received, will enable us to 
give to the most needy. 
The weather is good and will prevent 
much suffering to those who are without 
shelter. The gratitude of Seattle to those 
fellow-countrymen who have bren so lib­ 
eral to iier in her suffering is unbounded, 
and will never be forgotten.
